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OLLOWING a successful revival’ in 
1929, when a credit of £1,500 was 
shown at the close of the year, the Com- 
mittee of Limerick Horse and Agricul- 
tural Show, promptly erected a covered 
arcade for industrial exhibits and a shed 
for cattle, both of which were in use in 
1930; when ‘the entries exceeded those of 
the previous year by 200, and 24,600 
people passed through the turnstiles, 
despite unfavourable weather conditions. 
This year’s fixture, which opens to- day, 
marks a further advance in popular 
favour, since the entries in the usual 
sections have increased by a total of 120. 
For the second day on this occasion a dog 
show has becn organised. In this section 
there will be 730 entries in 130 classes, 
and the leading breeds of dogs will be 
represented. A_ full yrogramme thus 
awaits anyone who intends to “ do ” the 
Limerick Show thoroughly. 

In the agricultural show section proper, 
about a thousand pounds is offered in 
prize money, in addition to many valuable 
cups. and the indications are that com- 
petition will be keen. A committee of 
creamery managers is responsible for the 
extensive butter exhibit, and yesterday 
the judges in that section got through an 
arduous day’s work, but the awards were 
not available for publication. The horti- 
cultural and poultry sections are each in 
charge of specialists from the Department 
of Agriculture, while a committee of ladies 
will look after the home industries. 
There is,a big ineredsé in the number 
of exhibits in the Industrial. Arcade, 82 
businesses being represented as against 
60 last year, while no fewer. than 20 
traders have taken outside spaces, also a 
big advance on last year’s figure, and the 
exhibits include a special display of 
motors. 

A new half-mile walk has been laid from 
the entrance to the covered arcade, the 
surroundings of which have been 
brightened by artistically laid-out flower 


beds. 

THE ENTRIES. 
Apart from the trade exhibits and 
horse-jumping competitions, the entries 
for this week’s show total 2,217, made 


up as follows :—

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MONG Irish Free State cities few 
have improved more in recent years 
than Limerick. As a commercial and 
tourist centre it has advanced considee- 
ably since the establishment of the 
Shannon Power Scheme at Ardnacrusha. 
Situated amid picturesque surroundings, 
it has many historic associations, while 
the transport facilities available for inter- 
communication make it an ideal head- 
quarters for those who desire to 
thoroughly explore the South and South- 
West of Ireland. 

Sarsfield Bridge, spunning the main 
stream of the Shannon here, is an ex- 
ceedingly handsome structure, which was 
erected in 1824 at a cost of £60,000. The 
present Thomond Bridge was built in 1840 
for £10,000, and replaced a bridge built 
for £30 in 1210, six nundred years pre 


viously. 
THE DOCKS. 

The Port of Limerick is managed by 
a Harbour Board, whose authority ex- 
tends to the mouth of the Shannon. The 
port consists of the quays, about a 
thousand yards long, the quay berths 
being well preserved | and well served by 
cranes. They are specially suitable for 
the discharge of coal, cement and other 
goods. 

There are wet and sy docks. The wet 
dock has 3,000 feet of quayage, can 
accommodate vesseis 450 feet long, and 
has a depth on the sill of 22 feet. It is 
equipped. with cranes, and has one 
electric crane, with capacity of 20 tons. 
Grain is discharged by a modern pneu- 
matic elevator. 

The dry, or graving, dock, the entrance 
to which is from the wet dock, is capable 
of accommodating three vessels of a 
thousand tons each. Its length is 428 
feet; width of entrance, 45 feet; depth 
on sill, 17 feet at springs. 

Even before the advent of the Shannon 
Scheme the docks were electrically lighted, 
so that work then, as now, could he 
carried out at night. 

In the way of steamship services, the 
city is well served. There are bi-weeklv 
sailings to Fenit and Liverpool; weekly 
services to Liverpool, Glasgow, the Bristol 
Channel ; and fortnightly services to Ham- 
burg, London, Amsterdam, Rotterdam, 


——— 


ITH a view to giving a fillip to busi- 
ness in Limerick a representative 
Committee is now arranging the details of 


a Carnival which will commence on the 
16th September and last for sixteen days. 

In conjunction with this Carnival—the 
first of its kind to be held in Limerick— 
there will be an Industrial Exhibition in 
the premises formerly known as Kidd's 
Restaurant, which has been placed at the 
disposal of the Committee by the National 
Bank. 

The idea is to.get together an industrial 
display, comprising goods of Irish manu- 
facture only, and from. present indications 
it would seem as if the venture will be a 
great success. 

Shopkeepers in Limerick have sub- 
scribed generously towards the project, 
and arrangements are being made for a 
big shopping prizes’ scheme on the coupon 
system, which should prove a great attrac- 
tion to visitors. The prizes to be offered 
will include some valuable cups. 

In order to give the city a typical 
carnival appearance it has been decided to 
illuminate the main streets with 4,400 
ac lights at night, and also to have them 

ecorated with flags and bunting. This 
will certainly make the ancient.city on the 
Shannon look quite gay. 

President Cosgrave will formally open 
the Carnival on the 26th September, and 
on that evening he will be present at a 
civic dinner, to be followed by a ball in St. 
John’s Hall,

walker of those days was Captain Barclay 
Allardice (1779-1854). During the very 
hot summer of 1801 this gentleman 
walked from his family seat at Ury, in 
Kincardineshire, to -Boroughbridge, in 
Yorkshire, a distance of 300 miles, in five 
days. Later in the same year he covered 
ninety miles in twenty hours and a half 
for a wager of 5,000 guineas. In 1809 
Captain Barclay, as he was »opularly 
known, accomplished his celebrated feat of 
walking 1,000 miles in 1,000 successive 
hours. It is said that a sum of £100.000 
was staked on the issue. and the Captain 
began his course at Newmarket at the 
stroke of midnight on the 1st of June. 
He finished at 3 p.m. on the 12th of July, 
having walked for 1.000 hours,.a mile in 
every hour. Captain Barclay suffered acute 
pain during this tremendous effort, owing 
to the shortness of the periods of rest. In 
the latter stages he had to be lifted to 
his feet after every interval, but his great 
physical strength and determination 
carried him through one of the most 
remarkable trials of endurance ever 
_ attempted by a human being.

Omar’s CUmission. 


. I often wonder why Omar Khayyam, 
when he referred to the trinity of delights 
in a much-quoted stanza, failed to add 
some mention of cheese to his ‘‘ loaf of 
bread.” This is all the more remarkable 
since nowhere exists a keener apprecia- 
tion of the excellent qualities of cheese 
than among wine-lovers. The most famous 
of all the world’s cheeses is Roquefort, 
which is mentioned in a chronicle of the 
Monastery. of Conques dating from the 
year 1070. Down to the time of the 
French Revolution this monastery made 
Roquefort from the milk of the great 
flocks of sheep that graze on the uplands 
of the Cevennes, and it is said that the 
excellence of the cheese is due to the long 
maturing of the loaves in the grottoes of 
Combalva, where they are subject to 
certain sulphrrcus emanations from the 
hot springs rising in the caverns. The 
making of the cheese has now, of course, 
passed from the hands of the monks and 
forms a flourishing loca] industry. 

Port-Salut is another French cheese 
which is the product of monkish in- 
genuity, having been originally made by 
the Trappists of Port-Salut monastery, 
which lies close to Laval. The crimson, 
cannon-balls of cheese are well known 
features of the Dutch landscape, but there 
is a less familiar type of Dutch cheese 
called Gouda, which is usually made in 
the shape of a flat knife-grinder’s whet- 
stone. Cheese is very strongly national. 
There are the English Cheshire, Cheddar 
and §tilton; the Welsh Caerphilly; 
Roquefort, Camembert and Pont-l’Eveque 
from France; the Gruyére and Gorgonzola 
of Germany and Switzerland; Italian 
Parmigiano, or Parmesan and its 
Sardinian version Sardagniola; and the 
Cabrales and the Castello Branco of 
Portygal and Spain. Nearly every country 
in the world possesses at least one native 
cheese save Scotland and Ireland, which 
have uot a single example of a national 
or local variety. 


An Irish Whaling Venture. 


Among the host of holiday-makers who 
us the month of August beside the bay 
of Donegal there are comparatively few 
who know that during the eighteenth 
century and earlier whales were so nume- 
rous along that coast that a regular 
whaling industry was established for a 
time. 

In the Summer of 1691 a sperm whale 
was captured close to Ballyshannon, at 
the mouth of the Erne; its length was 
seventy-one. feet. A few years later 
whales became so numerous there that the 
whale fishery was started by a company, 
though the venture ended in a loss of 
three thousand pounds. 

Boats were built on the lines of the 
Greenland whale boats, and a grant of 
five hundred pounds was made by the 
Irish Parliament to help the industry. 
Many whales were sighted, but the ven- 
ture was a coniplete failure because of the 
roughness of the sea off the Donegal coast 
in comparison with the much smoother 
seas off Greenland. -A Mr. Nisbett intro- 
duced the plan of harpooning the whale 
by means of a-swivel gun, instead of by 
hand. In the year 1762 he killed three 
whales by this method, and again the 
Trish Parliament helped -with a grant of 
five hundred pounds; but the whaling 
industry in Ballyshannon failed to 


survive.

EXPECTS TO DO WELL AT 
DETROIT.

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Kaye Don, the British ‘‘ speed-boat 
king,” arrived in the Majestic here to- 
day. Early next month he is to pilot 
Lord Wakefield’s Miss England II. 
against Commodore Gar Wood’s boat at 
Detroit for the British International 
Harmsworth Trophy, which the United 
States has held since 1920. 

When interviewed by Reuter at his 
hotel Don looked extremely well, which 
was ample testimony of his statement 
that he had had a wonderful trip. 

“ How do I feel about my chances at 
Detroit? Well, it is a very difficult 
question to answer. My boat is $plendid, 
and my mechanics first-rate. I have every 
confidence in them. If things all function 
as well as in Italy (where he set up 
the world’s ‘‘ record’’ of 110 miles per 
hour) there should be some interesting 
racing seen at Detroit.’’ 

In contrast with the British challenger, 
Gar Wood’s defenders seem quite small 
with their length of only slightly over 
twenty-six feet. Many experts, however, 
believe that Gar Wood has a decided 
advantage over Kaye Don on the sharp 
turns 4t the two ends of the five mile 
closed course on the Detroit River, over 
which the Harmsworth races are run. 

With his two engines and two pro- 
pellors Gar can throttle one engine and 
maintain full power on the other pro- 
pellor to make short turns possible, with 
a minimum of ‘ skidding ” and loss of 
Speed. 

Kaye Don will probably remain in New 
York until Friday or Saturday, and then 
go on to Detroit.

VIRGINIA DARE 
ANNIVERSARY. 


FIRST ENGLISH CHILD 
BORN IN AMERICA. 


From ReEvtTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 


Thousands gathered to-day at Fort 
Raleigh, North Carolina, for the celebra- 
tion of the 344th anniversary of the birth 
of Virginia Dare, the first child botn of 
English parents in the United States. 

The celebration was held on the site of 
Sir Walter Raleigh’s ill-fated Roanoke 
Island colony, 

Roanoke was the original site of the 
colony of Virginia, founded by an expedi- 
tion sent by Raleigh in 1584, but after a 
year the hundred colonists were brought 
back to England. Shortly after Sir 
Richard Grenville left fifteen men on the 
island, but when Captain Charles White 
visited the colony two years later he 
found that they had perished from the 
privations they had endured. 

A third attempt also met with failure, 
and it is estimated that Raleigh lost 
£40,000 through it.

‘*Lieutenant-Colonel Sherwood-Kelly at 
once ordered covering fire, personally 
led the leading company of his bat- 
talion across the canal, and after 
crossing, reconnoitred under heayy 
rifle fire and machine-gun fire the 
high ground held by the enemy. 

“The left flank of his battalion, advane- 
ing to the assault of this objective, 
was held up by a thick belt of wire, 
whereupon he crossed to that flank 
and with a Lewis gun team forced his 
way under heavy fire through 
obstacles, got the gun into position 
on the far side and covered the 
advance of his battalion through the 
wire, thereby enabling them to capture 
the position. | 

‘‘ Later he personally led a charge against 
some pits from which a heavy fire was 
being directed on his men, captured 
the pits, together with five machine 
guns and 46 prisoners, and killed a 
large number of the enemy. 

‘The great gallantry displayed by this 
officer throughout the day inspired the 
greatest confidence in his men, and it 
was mainly by his example and 
devotion to duty that his battalion was 
enabled to capture and hold their 
objective.’’ 


RELIEVED OF COMMAND. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Sherwood-Kelly com- 
manded the 2nd Battalion the Hampshire 
Regiment in North Russia after the 
Armistice, and on his return to England 
in 1919 he wrote a letter to a London news- 
paper strongly criticising the conduct of 
military operations there. He suggested 
that troops sent for relief purposes only 
‘“ were being used for offensive purposes on 
a large scale and far in the interior in 
furtherance of some ambitious plan of cam- 
paign, the nature of which we were not 
allowed to know.”’ 

Intense excitement was aroused all over 
the country by the publication of this 
letter, and questions were asked in the 
House of Commons. 

Mr. Winston Churchill, then Secretary 
of State for War, stated in Parliament that 
Colonel Sherwood-Kelly had been removed 
from his command at Archangel by Lord 
Rawlinson for a serious offence under the 
Army Act. 

The Colonel then wrote a further letter 
to the Press, explaining his differences 
with Lord Rawlinson and the reasons why 
he was relievéd of his command in 
Archangel. 

On October 28, 1919, the Colonel was 
courtmartiaHed at the Middlesex Guild- 
hall, and pleaded guilty to contravening 
the King’s Regulations. 

He contended that the offence was. purely 
technical, and correspondence was pro- 
duced to disprove the suggestion of in- 
subordination in Russia. 

By order of the Court he was “ severely 
reprimanded.”’ 

A few weeks later Lieutenant-Colonel 
Sherwood-Kelly, until then a major, 
relinquished his commission “on com- 
pletion of service,’’ and was granted the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in 1923. The 
Colonel unsuccessfully contested the Clay 
Cross Division of Derbyshire in the Con- 
servative interest at the general election of 
1924.

GOOD RECEPTION IN 
DUBLIN. - 


—— 
Ts story of the creation of a temple of 


music-drama at Bayreuth, a small town 

in Southern Germany, is one of the 
world’s most wonderful true stories. Only 
those who know something of that story will 
appreciate the thrill that stirred many 
thousands of listeners on Tuesday night when 
the first sounds of the orchestra in the Bay- 
reuth Festival Theatre issued from the radio 
reception set. Never before has a Bayreuth 
performance been broadcast. : ‘‘ Tristan and 
Isolde’? was the work selected for the occa- 
sion, and the performance was relayed to all 
the countries of Europe, and Leyond them 
to America and the Far East. 

It was thrilling to hear the first orchestral 
sounds come through; it was almost over- 
whelming for those who know “' Tristan ” to 
hear the last sustaitied chord at the close 
of the opera, for here in Dublin, at all events, 
reception of B.B.C.’s broadcasts was almost 
perfect, and the music exercised its old power 
to wring one’s emotions. 

Listeners in Dublin were fortunate in that 
Act 2 wes transmitted by the Northern Regi- 
onal Station, which ‘‘ comes in” better thin 
the local station, and can be heard without 
interfering sounds on sets not specially sélec- 
tive. During thé sécond act not the slightest 
sound was to bé heard other than those heard 
in the theatre. 

During the third act, which was broadcast 
on the “ National ’’ wave-length from Davén- 
try, there was some faint -ctunching of 
‘‘ atmospherics,’’ hut not so much as to cause 
serious marring of the exquisite music. The 
microphonic ‘‘pick-up’’ in the Bayreuth 
Theatre and the telephonic relay work were 
so perfect tha; I could hear that fáint sound, 
something hetween a click and a rustle, which 
told that the orchestral players were taking 
up their instruments again at the close.of the 
rest given thém by the first solo for the 
shepherd’s pipé. 

Furtwangler, who has succeeded Siegfried 
Wagner as musical director at Bayreuth, con: 
ducted the splendid orchestra engaged in this 
historic performance of Wagner's music:

DUBLIN HARBOUR NOTES. 


THE PRISONERS OF THE SEA. 


(From Our Harsour CoRRESPONDENT.) 


HERE aie some of us who, through the 
T intervention of stern parents in the 
days of our youth, were compelled to 
abandon the prospect of the sea as a career, 
and turn our attention to some, apparently, 
duller and more humdrum method of earning 
a living. Perhaps, a sea passage, made dur- 
ing the holidays, accentuates the dreariness of 
office life compared with that of ploughing 
the open spaes where romance and adven- 
ture beckon enticingly just on the horizon; 
and the beyhood dream, in spite of years of 
suppression, fidtters momentarily in our 
breast at the fleeting thought of ‘* what 
might have been.”’ 
There is no doubt, however, that the ma- 
jority of sailors regret having ever braved 
the parental wrath in order to enter the nau- 
tical profession. It is only they who can 
realise to the full the falseness of the gold 
which glitters, and to what an extent the 
glamour of the sea is skilled in the art cf 
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deception. In home ports or abroad their 
excursions beyond the prison walls of dock- 
land enable them merely to realise that 
the joys of home life and the ordinary plea- 
sures of civilisation are not for them. They 
exist beyond the pale of life—prisoners of a 
relentless task-mistress who will brook no 
interferénce from the land. 

More than one landsman watched with 
envy the Almeénara heading southwards tho 
other day for Meditérranean ports. Leghorn, 
Naples, Genoa—such names, as one stood von 
the drab quays of the Liffey, assumed the 
appearance of jewels that sparkled in their 
settings cf sunshine and deep blue water.

Witness said that whem he saw the child on 
Monday she was im a state of coma and had 
rigid paralysis of the legs and arms. Symp- 
toms had developed which tended to eonfirm 
his opinion that the child suffered from 
encephalitis. The vaccimation had been 
effective. In witness s opinion death was due 
to encephalitis, but he could not say what 
caused the disease. 

Questioned by Head Constable Neely, wit- 
ness said that a post-mortem examination 
would simply reveal the state of the brain 
and probably confirm the opinion he had 
formed. 

The Depaty-Coroner—Wonld you consider a 
post-mortem necessary’—No, Í am quite 
satisfied. 

Dr. M‘Kinney added that he thought it was 
purely a coincidence that the disease follewed 
vaccination in this instance. 


Dr. Alfred Malseed, giving evidence, seid 


that on the evening Mrs. Tracy sent for him 
he was engaged at the time, and told the 
messenger to tell Mrs. Tracy to give the child 
a dose of oil, and if she was not better in two 
hours to let him knew. “I heard nothing 
else about the child,” continued witness, 
“until early on the following Sunday morn- 
ing, when they came for me. I went to the 
house then and saw the child, and found 
that Dr. M‘Kinney was in attendance. fF 
advised am ice cap and some oil, and told 
them te conte with Dr. M‘Kinney’s 
medicine. 1 called at Dr. M‘Kimney’s, and 


had a talk with him. From what he told me | 


I was quite satisfied that everythmg possible 
was being done for the child. 

Witness agreed with Dr. M‘Kinney as to 
the cause of death. 

The jury returned a verdict as stated. 

The Deputy-Corener, expressing sympathy 
with the parents and relatives, said it was a 
regrettable incident, but it was one of those 
eases which seience could not obviate.

Leaving Southampton 
T 0-Day. 


MOTOR lifebeat which the Royal 
National Lifebeat Institution has built 
for its station at Cloughey, Co. Down, 
will leave Southampton to-day on the Clyde 
Shipping Company’s steamer Rathlin, and will 
arrive at Belfast on Friday. Thence she will 
be taken to Cloughey bv sea. 

She is of the light, self-righting type, weigh- 
ing only 6} tons, so that she can be lawnehed 
from a carriage or off the open beach. She 
earries enough petrol to be able to travel 116 
miles at full speed without re-fuelliing. This 
type of lifeboat can empty itself of water 
more quickly than any other type. if she 
were capsized, even with a hole in her, she 
would right herself in four seconds. In rough 
weather she can take thirty people on board. 

She has been built out of a Jegacy received 
| in 1898 from the late Rev. W. S. F. Maynard, 
of Gressingham, Lancashire.

public vehicles. Candidates will be 
required to give proof of fitness, and- 
in the case of drivers of private cars, a 
declaration will have to be made that 
they suffer from no physical or health 
impediment.

The minimum age for obtaining a 


licence to drive a motor cycle is at present | 


fourteen, and this is not to be altered. In 
this respect the age-limit’ was raised 
recently in Great Britain, but the Com- 
mittee which sat here was unable to: find 
any reason to recommend a change.

. THE ENGLISH VISIT. 


HOUSANDS of holiday-makers on the 
South coast of England wete treated 
to am unusual spectacle yesterday when 
the huge. silver. shape of the Graf 
Zeppelin was sighted .in brilliant sun- 
shine off Hastings, heading inwards across 
the Channel and flying so low that the 
passengers could be seen jooking from the 
windows of the gondolas, 

The Graf, which left Friedrichshafen 
at 7.5 a.m. on her flight to England, was 
forced to go far out of her course in con- 
sequence of wireless reports of bad 
weather conditions in vhe South of France, 
and it was 4.50 p.m. when she crossed the 
‘English coast on her way to Hanworth 
Aerodrome, Middlesex, to land her pas- 
senge's prior to her twenty-four hour 
flight over Britain. 

At .5.45 she was reported to be over 
Aldershot, and to have been instructed to 
wait there until seven o'clock, the official

time for her arrival at Hanworth, “The

TAKEN BY SURPRISE. 


The officials were busily engaged in their 
offices putting finishing toucnes to the 
visitors were 
inspecting aeroplanes in the hangars, or 
chatting im the refreshment rooms, when 
suddenly the drone of the Zeppelin’s 
engines drowned the music of the loud 
speakers and tae intermittent roar of the 
light aeroplanes cruising round. 

Immediately the cry went up “She's 
here,” and there was a stampede among 
the crowd. Mounted police and scouts 
carrying red flags hurried forward to clear 
the centre of the ground in case the 
Zeppelin’ should decide to land. No 
landing signal, however, was received, 
and the great silver shape, after moving 
slowly over the park, headed north- 
eastward towards London. 

Here the airship passed over the city 
at 6.11, and after circling St. Paul’s 
Cathedral hovered in the sky for a few 
seconds and went off in a south-westerly 
direction, accompanied by an escort of 
aeroplanes. 

She reappeared over Hanworth at about 
6.40 p.m., flying slowly at a height of 500 
feet, the escort of ’planes looking’ like 


‘midges against her vast bulk. The air: 


ship cruised over the park, gradually drop- 
ping in height, while a special warning was 
roadcast to the crowd from the loud 
speakers, telling them of the danger of 
encroaching on the landing ground. 


ENTHUSIASTIC WELCOME. 


When .the Zeppelin was within a few 
yards of the ground several haWsers were 
released from ‘traps in her nose, and these 
were seized by the eager hands of the two 
hundred volunteers comprising the landing 
party, under the command of Squadron 
Leader Booth, of the R 100. The engines 
gave'a last short spurt, bells clanged from 
the contro] room, curt orders were shouted 
to the ‘ianding party, and the Graf 
Zeppelin had landed prompt to her 
scheduled time—seven o'clock. 

Hats and handkerchiefs were madly 
waved by the thousands of cheering 
spectators, and the crowd, despite frantic 
appeals te keep behind the barriers, surged 
across the park and surrounded the air- 
ship.. All. around the ship was. a sea’ of 
faces and waving hands. Isolated in the 
control roem, and: surrounded by a 
hundred gleaming instruments, were Dr. 
Eckener, the yeteran commander. of the 


ship, and his officers.

In an editorial article, The Times io- 
day remarks:—The Economy Committee 
of the Cabinet have apparently. finished 
their exploration of the hard road to a 
balanced Budget. So far no hint of the 
results of their deliberations has reached 
the ear of the public, but that is scarcely 
a reason. for, impatience; for nobody 
imagines that the task upon which they 
are engaged is either easy or congenial. 
At the same time, it is necessary to insist, 
again and again, on the extreme urgency 
of the situation. The Budget must be 
balanced immediately, and balanced by 
economy, if a grave financial crisis “is to 
be avoided. . The reason for this need for 


haste ‘may be stated in these days quite |. 


brutally ; for it is useless to disguise the 
facts any further. ET cé 
The world, which has been badly shaken 
by the. creeping monetary paralysis 
advancing over Central Europe, has begun 
to lose its faith in the future stability of 
the British currency. The accumulated 
resources of the country are still vast, and 
they are amply sufficient to restore con- 
fidence, both abroad and at home, pro- 
vided only that the policy of squandering 
them is once for all reversed, That is 
why it is absolutely essential that the 
Budget. should be balanced by means of 
retrenchment, and-’not by further drafts 
upon the capital resources of the nation 
in the form of direct taxation. Any 
attempt to increase still further the 
colossal burden of taxes which industry is 
already carrying can only end in disaster.

CALSHOT, Tuesday. 
Fás dusk. was falling over the Solent 
to-night, Lieutenant G. L.. Brinton, 
R.N., who was a R.A.F. ofhcer and the 
youngest oí the team, dived into the sea 
arid’ was drowned. 

There had been only one other flight 
during the day, that was early in the 
morning, when Flight-Lieutenant Long 
took up the Gloucester Napier 4 on a trial 
flight. , 

Conditions were considered unfavourable 
for any further flying during the after- 
noon, but there were indications. of an 
'improvement during the later part of the 
evening. Im anticipation . of this, the 
S'6 A, the machine in which Lieutenant 
Brinton met his death, was sent out on a 
pontoon towards Lee-on-Solent. 

It had been there for some time when, 
about 7.30, Squadron-Leader Orlebar went 
up im a seaplane to ascertain whether con- 
ditions were favourable for flying. He 
returned to give the “ O.K.’’ signal, and 
Lieutenant Brinton, a tall, young officer, 
wearing a white calico helmet, jumped 
light-heartedly into the launch to be taken 
to the machine which he-was to fly for 
the first time. ' 


A SHOWER OF SPRAY. 


Sguadron-Leader Orlebar, anxious to 
see the youthful pilot .take the fast 
machine into the air for the first time, 
also went out in the motor launch. 

We, on the slipway at Calshot, waited 
for some time ‘listening for the roar of the 
engine. There appeared to be some delay

TURNING TURTLE. 


We strained our eyes to try to ascertain 
what had happened in those terrible 
moments. The machine was nearly two 
and a half miles away from the slipway, 
but we could just discern the floats of the 
seaplane on the water. It was evident 
that she was turning turtle. 

In a trice motor launches came from all 
parts of the station and from the opposite 
shore racing across the waters to the spot 
where. we had seen Lieutenant Brinton 
disappear. : 

As we watched we could see figures 
swimming about in the water. Anxious 
minutes passed, and the speed boat re 
turned to take out a doctor. 


ANXIOUS HALF-HOUR. 


Flight - Lieutenant : Stainforth, the 
veteran of the high-speed flight, and 
‘Brinton’s other colleagues walked with 
blanched faces up and down the slipway 
waiting to hear “what had happened to 
their comrade. 

Nearly half an hour went by before anv 
definite news was obtainable, and then ‘t 
was learned that the brilliant young. pilot 
had been drowned. Gallant attempts 
had been made by officers and mechanics 
who were on the pontoon to rescue 
Brinton. * 

One of the heroes was Flying Officer 
Snaith, ‘who.is the second youngest. pilot 
in the team, He, with Flight-Lieutenant 
Casaldini, who was driving one of. the 
motor - boats, immediately plunged into 
the water-and swam towards the seaplane.

PUNCTUAL RUNNING 
OF TRAINS. 


— 


NOTABLE FIGURES ON 
GREAT NORTHERN SERVICE 


Some notable figures regarding the punctual 
running of the trains on the Great Northern 
Railway during the week-days of the month 
of July have been issued by the traffic 
manager of that company. Of the 9,820 
trains run during the month, 54.74 per cent. 
reached their destinations absolutely on time. 
The number that were over half an hour 
late was infinitesimal, being but .22 per cent. 
of the total. Only 3.09 per cent. were over 
eleven minutes late, and 41.95 per cent. were 
within one to ten minutes of their scheduled 
times of arrival. 

Of the 9,820 trains run during the month, 
89.62 per cent. arrived at their destinations 
on time or not more than five minutes late, 
while 96.69 per cent.. were not more than 
ten minutes late. 

July is always a difficult month for train 
working, as in that month occur the Orange 
demonstrations, which tax the capacities of 
the railways in the North to the very utmost, 
while the Scottish holiday traffic and the 
fany summer excursion trains, which have 
to be dovetailed into the ordinary services, 
exercise an adverse influence on time-keeping. 
Holiday people travel with more luggage than 
the usual passenger, aad, at cross-border 
stations, this naturally means more work 
thrown on the Customs staff, with consequent 
delay to trains. 


RAINFALL IN JULY.

The Irish Rainfall Association's report for 
July last states that it was a dull, cool, and 


rainfall generally was above normal, but was 
moderate in the east, while the month in the 
County Cork was, on the whole, dry. The 
number of days on which rain fell varied 
from 20 at Dungannon and 29 at Banbridge 
to 24 register’d at most stations.

The fears of an epidemic at Hankow arise 
from the lack of sanitation, the effects of 
which are enhanced by a humid temperature 
of one hundred in the shade. 

To make matters worse all four electric 
light plants have been put out of action. 

WHEAT FROM AMERICA. 

The immediate problem is to remove the 
destitute population elsewhere and to import 
wheat. e authorities are already consider- 
ing thé purchase of large quantities from 
America to stave off famine. 

Superstitious “Chinese assert. that the 
calamity is due to revenge on the part of 
the River Dragon for the recent destruction 
of the Dragon King Temple baile, 

Whatever is the cause that city, with its 
million inhabitants, is suffering terribly in 
lives and property. Not only uii Chinese 
houses been deatroped wholesale, but many 
foreign buildings, notably the Hankow Club 
and the Race Club, are exhibiting the serious 
effects of the pressure of the flood waters 
on their foundations, which are weakening. 
Virtually, all buildings are being brought 
down. and many are already in ruins. 

VAST VALLEY UNDER WATER. 

Fortunately, after reaching a record level 
of eighty-six inches above «the level of the 
Hankow Bund, the waters are showing a 
slight fall. 

Meanwhile, the whole Yangtse Valley for 
a distance of three hundred miles above 
Hankow is reported to resemble a vast lake. 
Only the hills are visible above the flood 
waters from the steamer’s deck, whilst the 
countryside for four hundred miles below 
Hankow, and as far as Nanking, is like an 
ocean. 

When it is remembered that the area of 
the Yangtse Basin is €00,000 square miles, and 
has a population of 180 millions, and that 
there is a likelihood that the flood waters 
in many parts will cover the lower levels until 
winter sets in, thus destroying all possibility 
of gathering in the crops of this vast and 
usually fertile area, the colossal nature of 
the task confronting the authorities can be 
imagined. 


OBITUARY. 
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ARCHDEACON J. BRADY. 


The death took place yesterday morning 
of the Venerable Archdeacon James Brady, 
P.P.. St. Laurence O’Toole’s, Seville place, 
Dublin. 

Archdeacon Brady, who was ordained in 
1879, was appointed in that year to St. 
Catherine’s, Meath street, and three years 
later was transferred to St. Andrew’s, West- 
land row, where he was appointed Ad-

ministrator in 1906. In this parish, as at 
all parishes where he had ministered, he 
was held in high esteem, and his loss will 
be deeply felt. In 1908 he was appointed 
Parish Priest of St. Laurence O Toole’s, 
Seville place, and, in 1917, a member of the 
Metropolitan Chapter. He became Arch- 
deacon of Dublin in July last year. 

Archdeacon Brady’s interests were widely 
distributed, and he will be remembered for 
his work with the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society. His intervention when strikes in 
the city were threatened often led to happy 
results. He was a governor of the National 
Maternity Hospital, Holles street, and also 
of the Royal Hospital for Incurables, at 
Donnybrook. He took a deep interest in 
educational matters, and it was principally 
through. his activity that improvements to 
the East Wall schools were made. He also 
played a prominent part in the erection of 
a new church and presbytery on Church 
road. 

During the Great War he saw actual war- 
fire on the western front when travelling 
with the late Dr. Donnelly, Bishop of Canea, 
who was a great personal friend of his. He 
procured an important relic of St. Laurence 
O’Toole during a visit to the shrine of the 
saint in-Normandy. The relic is now in the 
Church of St. Laurence O'Toole, Seville 
place.

Senator The McGillycuddy of the Reeks 
has sent to us a memorandum a 
proposals connected with the propagation anc 
preservation of game in the Free State. He 
explains that during the debate on the 
Appropriation Bill in the Senate, he drew 
attention to the fact that no provision had 
been made for moneys to be utilised for the 
| preservation and propagation of game. 

The Minister for Finance, he adds, agreed 
that there was a prima facie for treating. 
ame preservation on the same lines as 
fisheries, and invited The McGillycuddy to 
elaborate his proposals. 

In the course of the memorandum, The 
McGillycuddy suggests that it is desirable 
to stimulate, by Government action, the 
ron of game in Saorstat Eireann, 
with a view to attracting shooting tenants 
frem elsewhere, with a resulting increase in 
tte pational income. 


THE STOCKING OF LANDS. 


The organisation of Saorstat Eireann into 
areas of reasonabie size, which, stocked with 
a reasonable head of game, would lét at 
rentals within the compass of visitors pos- 
sessing only a moderate surplus of means 
which could be devoted to sport, presented 
lie opportunity of establishing an industry 
which did not exist elsewhere, and conse- 
ccently would not conflict with production. 
Fards allocated to this form o ‘industry, 
which arises from our natural agricultural 
circumstar.ces, should be in the nature of a 
tioductive investment, and could be calcu- 
un to produce income under the following 
peads :— 

ia) Rents for sporting rights paid to 
occupiers for lands in many cases otherwise of 
negligible value. 

tb) Additional game licences 
above those at present paid for. 

(c) Additional employment during the 
slack period of the year for keepers, ghillies 
and beaters. 

(d) Gratuities amounting to a very con- 
siderable sum over and above normal wages. 

(e) An extension of the tourist season 
owing to the additional amttsement to be 
found in shooting when the fishing season is 
eyer—so enabling hotels to remain onen 
during the whole year and retain their full 
staffs, and reducing the amount of un- 
emnlovment benefit paid. - 

Until the question has been examined hy 
all the interests affected, The McGillyeuddy 
points out, it is not possible to do more 
than to suggest a skeleton organisation and to 
indicate generally the activities of the bodies 
which it is proposed should function in the 
matter. ! 

The tentative organisation falls under two 
heads :— 

(a) A branch of the Ministry of Lands and 
Fisheries. 

(b) Local bodies functioning on lines similar 
to the present Fishery Conservators,

8. Provision and payment oí game watchers. 


DESTRUCTION OF VERMIN. 

In the first year local bodies would con- 
centrate entirely on vermin destruction. 
Whenever, in the spring of the second year, 
there appeared to be a marked diminution of 
vermin, and owners of game rights were 
found desirous of joining together for the 
purpose of re-stocking and preservation, a 
grant for the purpose would, on the recom- 
mendation of the local body, be issued on 
conditions to be determined -with regard to 
letting-advertisement, head of game to be shot, 
etc. The actual re-stocking would be carried 
out by the local body. 

In the autumn of the same year, or in a 
subsequent year, provided that a tenant had 
heen forthcoming, one half of the rent would 
be issued to the owner, the balance being 
retained by the local body until such time 
as not less than three-fourths of the specified 
head of game had been obtained. 

A small percentage of the proceeds of each 
letting would be retained towards meeting the 
expenses of administration, and eventually 
there would be little, if any, cost to the 
public. 


THE CASE OF THE FISHERIES. 

In the case of the inland fisheries, which 
are confined to the small areas of the lakes 
and rivers, the expenditure of some £40,000 
produces a return of approximately £270,000 ; 
were there no preservation this income would 
disappear almost entirely. It is, therefore, 
a reasonable suggestion that a similar annual 
expenditure to further other sporting ameni- 
ties which exist, though hardly without 
assistance, should, in course of time, shew a 
much greater return, as the area over which 
they are spread is a much gseater one, and 
mafi¥ more persons are concerned in the 
matter. 

The loss to the local taxation account is 
admitted, but would amount on the average 
to only £1,500 per county, and it would ap- 
pear that a much larger sum would indirectly 
become available in due course to replace the 
sum appropriated to game preservation. 

The whole question o. the ownership of 
game rights may, in the interests of the 
State, require to be re-examined in éases 
where these had not been exercised over a 
lengthy period of time.

MINISTER’S POWERS.

THE RIGHT OF APPEAL. 
_ The Commissioner can refuse to ‘grant a 
licence to any person who, in his opinion, 
by reason of his character or previous con- 
duct, or for any other reason, is not a fit and 
proper person to hold such licence.

Appeals against such revoeation can be 
made in the District Courts, where ' the 
Justices can confirm, annul or reducé the 
term of ra meagan Drivers’ licences on 
public vehicles will be issued in the usual 
manner. . Conductors’ of’ public service 
vehicles must be eighteen years of age, and 
the Commissioner must be satisfied that each 
applicant is a fit and proper person to take 
charge. Passenger vehicles for more. than 


fourteen passengers must in all cases carry a 


conductor; the. penalty is £10. The Com- 
missioner shall have power to revoke licences 
of drivers and conductors, subject, of course, 
to appeal and revision in the District Court.

speed exceeding thirty miles an hour shall 
be prima facie evidence of the commission 
of the offence. While the bill provides for 
the repeal of Acts which imposed a speed 
limit, there is no clause or section specifi- 
cally abolishing the speed limit-on light motor 
vehicles, which includes motor cycles.

COMPULSORY PROVISIONS, 


Part five of the bill deals with the question 
of compulsory imsurance.. Section 50 provides 
that it shall not be lawful for any person 
to drive a mechanically propelled vehicle 
unless the driver or the owner is at the time 
a vehicle insurer, a vehicle guarantor, an 
exempted person, or has an approved policy of 
insurance, an approved guarantee, or an ap- 
proved combined licy and _ guarantee, 
whereby he is insured against aH sums, with- 
out limit, which the driver or his personal 
representatives, or such other person or his 
personal representatives, shall become liable 
to pay to any person by way of damages, 
costs, or otherwise, on account of injury to 
person or property occasioned. by the negli- 
gent driving of such vehicle at that time. 

The penalties for contravention of this 
section. are :—First offence, fine not exceedin 
fifty pounds and/or imprisonment for period 
not exceeding three months; second or sub- 
sequent offence, fine not exceeding one hundred 
pounds and/or imprisonment for period not 
exceeding six months. The owner of a vehicle 
as well as the driver is liable. 

Section 51 is of great importance, for it 
provides that where,in the case of an uninsured 
vehicle, the Court is satisfied that-injury was 
caused to person or property by the negligent 
driving of a person so convicted on the occa- 
sion on which offence was committed, and 
that some person then present or répresented 
in-the Court would be entitled to recover 
damages for injury in a Civil action against 
such convicted person, the Court may, with 
the consent of that party, inflict. a fine to 
cover such damages. in addition to any other 
punishment authorised by the section. That 
fine goes to that party in lieu of damages. 

Again, where damages are recovered in a 
civil action against .a. person convicted of an 
offence under Section 50, the Court may 
order his imprisonment for six months, or 
until: sach time as he pays the damages, 
whichever period is the shorter. 

Section 59 makes it a misdemeanour for a 
person to obtain an insurance by ‘fraudulent 
misrepresentation,, and. the. penalty is im- 
prisonment for a period not exceeding two

to regulate and control the conduct of pedes- 
trians on roads gentrally, or on any specified 
road, and, in particular, the crossing of 
roads. Another section says that the Com- 
missioner may make by-laws for the control 
of traffic in relation to tramcars, where tram- 
cars may stop to pick up or set down pas- 
sengers, and fix places where intending pas- 
sengers may await transport by trams. 

Motor park attendants ave officially recog- 

nised under Seetion 137, and are to be con- 
trolled by the Commissioner, who will fix 
attendance charges and issue badges, etc. 
Car-owners must pay the fixed fees; failure 
to do this wiil lead to prosecution, and there 
is a stipulation that a Guard may arrest, 
‘without warning, any person who, in the 
Guard’s presence, refuses to pay the 
prescribed parking fee.
